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REMARKS 



The Examiner has indicated the present reissue application 
is in condition for allowance, except for a single formal matter. 
The Examiner has requested that Applicant surrender the original 
patent, U.S. Patent 5,388,260, or in the alternative, submit an 
affidavit or declaration declaring that the original patent has 
been lost or become inaccessible. The Examiner has further noted 
that the previous paper submitted by Applicant, and received by 
the Examiner on May 3, 1999, did not include the original patent, 
but instead a photocopy. 

Applicant respectfully submits that the original patent was 
included in its previous paper, which also included a response 
and an amended Declaration. Applicant states that it sent the 
original patent in the envelope in which it received the patent 
from the USPTO when it originally issued. As such, Applicant has 
submitted a signed declaration stating that the original patent 
was included in its mailing received at the USPTO on May 3, 1999. 
Applicant has also included a photocopy of the envelope in which 
it received the original patent, and other evidence it believes 
demonstrates that Applicant previously sent the original patent 
in its earlier mailing. Applicant thus maintains that it has 
surrendered the original patent, as requested by the Examiner, 
and reiterates that it no longer possesses the original patent. 
The Examiner has also noted that the present reissue application 
would be allowed once Applicant surrenders its original patent. 
Applicant respectfully requests that the Examiner allow the 
present reissue application, since Applicant maintains that it 
has surrendered its original patent, U.S. Patent 5,388,2 60, and 
no longer possesses such original patent.
